Family Subdivision Ordinance of Lumpkin County

Adopted January 17, 2002, by
Lumpkin County Resolution 2002-02

The goveming authonty of Lumpkin County recognizes that the transfer of land amoeng
relatives is a legitimate need, and, in an sffort to aid the citizens of the Countv, does
nereby establish this provision for Family Subdivisions. Anyone who takes advantage of
the Family Subdivision provisions contamed herein may not further subdivide or submis
for subdivision any wract involved or transfer ownership of any tract involved to someone
net within the resolution definition of fazily for a period of two (2) vears from the date of
approval of said subdivision.

Section One. Definitions.

Family Subdivision: A famuly subdivision is a subdivision of property where every
parcel is being transferrad by plat to one or more members of the
same family as denned herein, or to the devisees of 2 probated will,

Farnily: For the purposes of this secticn, {amulv 1s defined as any two
people who share a great grand parsnt or the spouse or chuldren of
people who share a great grand parent or a legally adopted family

member who would meet the criterna.

Section Two. Approval Process.

1. Approval of a Family Subdivision involving the division of any parcel mnto not mors
than 8 tracts cr parcels may be done by submitting the information required oy this
resolution to the Planning Department. If after review the Planning Director, finds the
nformation to be complete and (n compliance with this resolution, may approve said
subdivision and stamp the plat for recording with the Clerk of Court.

Approval of a Family Subdivision invelving the division of a parcel into more than §
parcels may be done by submitting the information required by this resoluticn to the
Planning Department. The Planning Director will review the information and if found
to be compiete and in compiiance with this section place the item on the agenda for
consideration by the Planning Commission. The Planring Comrnission would then
make the decision and determine if the division could properly be done as a Family
Subdivision or if the applicant must re-apply for land civision under the nomal
subdivision regulations.
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SectionThree. Information Required‘

Submirtal of a plat, suitable for recording, showing the original parcel (parent tract)
with all divisions indicated, including any easements, structures and bodies of water.
The Plat rust indicate the person who s to recsive each fract by including the name
of the person on the tract.

Subrttal of a copy of each proposed deed conveying title to each parcel of land.
Each deed must contain the foilowing clause: “The progperty conveyed hereby is a
part of a Family Subdivision and is subject *o the Family Subdivision Ordinance of
Lumpkin County. By acceptancs of this deed, Grantee Lhereby acknowledges that the
proverty conveved hereby may not be further divided for a period of two calendar
years srom the date of this deed. Future sale or development will require compliance
with the planning regulations then in effect.”

Submirral of a properly notanized affidavir that attests that the kinship of ail of the
persons involved meet the minimum deficition of family as defined above. The
affidavit must further state that all persons involved are aware taat further division, or
application for division, of the property will not be permitted for a perioc of 2
calendar years from the date of aporoval of the Family Subdivision Plat, and that
exercise of the limited exceprions to subdivisicn regulations may make the property
as transferred impossibie to sell or develop under the normai apd regular subdivision
regulations. Use of the provisions herein does not create “grandfather” nghts for land
use; fumre sale, transfer or development to non-famuly entities must comply with then
current subdivision and planning regulations. This affidavit must be signed and dated
bv each person involved in the land transier.

If the property is being conveved 1o the devisees under a probated will, a letter from
the probate judge indicating the divisions shall also be submited.

Section Four, General Information.

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No tract or parcel may be less than one acre exclusive of all easements. ngit of ways,

and bodies of water.

All tracts must have frontage on a county or state road or be accessed by an‘casement
of record, not less than 40 feet in width. A copy of the sasement must be submitied to
the Planning Department along with the proposed plat.

Al] existing structures, easements, rights of way, and boclies of water must be shown
on the individual plars.

ther information may be requested by the Planning Depdrtment or Planning
Commission to verify any of the required information.
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The individual tracts must be configured so that all exisung structures meet the
setbacks as established within the subdivision regularions in existence at the time of

n

the request for approval of a Famiiy Subdivision.

6. Any further subdivision of the property, afier the 2-vear restriction, must mest all of
the subdivision regulations 1n existence at the iime.

Section Hive. Fees.

On any division that may be approved by the Plannung Director the fze shall be the

rormal plat fee for each parcel plat plus $25 for the entire Family Subdivision,

On any division that must be approved by the Planning Commission the fee shall be
